siile district.s. The death ratio in¬ 
crease, however, is slightly less 
than the increase in the number 
of registered motor vehicles. 

Watch Your .St»"p 

All analysis of the causes of 
these deaths indicates that “jay¬ 
walking” as usual, is in the lead. 
The largest number of deaths from 
any one cau.se was crossing the 
street not at intersections. 'I'liere 
were sixty deaths due to this. 
Crossing streets carelessly ended 
! thirty-four lives and liecoming 
.confused by traffic was responsi¬ 
ble for thirty-six fatalities, or a 
'total of 1.30 by causes that might 
be classified as “jay-walking.” 

Jay-ilriving ranked second in the 
■ toll of lives exacted. Under the 
[classification of incompetent hand¬ 
ling of cars, there were forty-four 
fatalities. The speeding motorist, 
as Usual, come.-i prominently to the 
front with thirty-eight dead 
charged against him for speeding 
in the fifteen-mile zone; eight in 
the 20-nile zone and nineteen over 
the 20-mile zone, or a total of 
sixty-.seveii deaths attributable to 
Mriving too fast. 

Violation of the right-of-way 
rules resulted in thirty-five deaths. 
Intoxication showed a decrease 
over 1925 with thirty-one deaths 
again.st thirty-four in the previous 
year. Driving on the wrong side 
of the road was responsible for 
nineteen fatalities. 

Children .Are Leurniiig 

.Although children running or 
playing in tlie street exacted a toll 
of thirty-five lives during the year, 
this was a reduction of twelve 
over the year 1!)25, indicating that 
the intensive training in safety 
among the pubic school children 
conducted by the Automobile (dub 
of Southern California, the Board 
of Education and Parent-Teachers’ 
.Associations is elfective in reduc¬ 
ing the child-death-rate exjiec- 
tancy. 

Cutting in aheail of other cars 
and skidding, and absence of lights 
resulted in eight deaths from each 
of these three cau.ses. Only seven 
deaths were attributable to de¬ 
fective eiiuipment in cars and only 
two to defective highways. 

Collisions under various classifi¬ 
cations took a toll of 13() lives. 
Collisions between electric rail¬ 
ways and autos resulted in fifty- 
four deaths, a decrea.se of fifteen 
over 1925. Steam railways and 
auto collisions showed an increa.se 
of .seven over 1925, with twenty- 
nine fatalities. Most of the deaths 
where railways were involved re¬ 
sulted at grade crossings.

recess in this newly discovered 
disc, and thus was produced the 
first dish or bowl. Very imper¬ 
fect, very unsubstantial, subject to 
immediate destruction through 
fracture and moisture, but never¬ 
theless a practical invention. 

How many ages, we cannot 
know, passeil along until one day, 
after man had discovered fire, 
after possibly he had formed a 
crude reed basket, had smeared it 
inside and out with river ooze, or 
after infinite care had fashioned 
an earthen ves.sel, in a careless 
moment he lost his treasure in 
the coals of his cave-door fire, 
and days afterward came upon it 
not only unbroken but toughened, 
matured and perfected, and real¬ 
ized that through the fire a new 
virtue had been imparted to his 
fabric. He had discovered the art 
of ceramics! 

Delving Into Art 

As time goes on he di.scovers 
many and interesting facts. In 
its plastic state he can make un¬ 
told wonders of his ball of clay. 
He learns that with his nail he 
can make distinguishing marks. 
He learns that with a portion of 
sand from the river bank he can 
make a harder shell. He learns 
that a smear of the red earthen 
pigment with which he is wont to 
streak his face sticks to his clay 
and is not destroyed, but is glori¬ 
fied by the fire. In fact he is de¬ 
veloping an art which in its es¬ 
sentials is unchangetl to our own 
day. 

This acquired knowledge made 
such headway in the various early 
cultural centers that at the very 
dawn of history well developed 
ceramic forms are much in evi¬ 
dence. It interesting to note 
the orderly progre.ss of early ce¬ 
ramic art. None of the really 
primitive pottery exhibits any 
trace or knowledge of glaze, al¬ 
though much of it was highly pol¬ 
ished, probably by the use of fish 
or vegetable oils, and even in 
some ca.ses coated with a gum 
varnish after burning. Without 
doubt the early attempts at ceram¬ 
ic art proceeded through succes¬ 
sive stages: First, a period of 
sun-dried clay objects; second, a 
period of burning, first in open 
fires’ and then in chambers, or 
crude kilns, and third, the culmi¬ 
nation in once or twice-burned 
glazed surfaced objects. 

Near the Garden of Eden 

The earliest historic appearance 
of a practical clay industry, other 
than the shards of pots which are 
found in the kitchen middens and 
cultural deposits in all parts of 
the world, is in the valley of the 
Tigris and Euphrates. Here ne¬ 
cessity required such development. 
Here was a country having a 
dearth of large timber and prac¬ 
tically no building stone. Here, 
however, was abundant clay, 
washed and purified by the an¬ 
nual flood tides of the rivers. Here 
grew up an industry of true 
bricks and tiles. Here have been 
found walls of untold antiquity, 
cored with plain river mud, but 
faced inside and out with endur¬ 
ing encaustic veneers. 

Here not only did the structural 
idea in clay reach a high stand¬ 
ard, but eventually primitive art 
developed amazingly, and the old 
Chaldean brick-makers achieved 
results which to us, with all our 
vaunted scientific knowleiige seem 
truly remarkable.

no construction difficulties. Here a con¬ 
nection would be made with the road which 
starts at the Arroyo Seco and will cross 
Barley Flat.s from the west. The loop thus 
ftirmed would piovide a beautiful scenic, 
cii’cuit of some of the most interesting por¬ 
tions of the range. It would also facilitate' 
fire fighting throughout what is now one of 
the most perilous districts. Extension of, 
the road to Pine Flats, Chileo and on across 1 
the range would permit the full develop¬ 
ment of the greate.st mountain as.sets of Los 
Angeles county. 

San Bernardino County has capitalized 
its mountain assets to the gieatest pos¬ 
sible degree. By constructing roads into
